“DEADLY POISONS”

an authority, being a layman, but he 
herewith presents some unquestion- 
able medical and scientific authorities 
for the student to consider: 

“That the smoke of tobacco is a poi- 
son no one questions.”—“The Book of 
Knowledge,” Vol. XI, p. 3416. 

“Tobacco is the most subtle poison 
known to chemists except the deadly 
president,

“Bible Readings,” p. 746. 
Dr. J. H. Kellogg, of the world-fa- 


mous Battle Creek Sanitarium, says 
of tobacco: 
“The active principle of tobacco, 


that is, that to which its narcotic and 
poisonous properties are due, is nico- 
tine. * * * The proportion of nicotine 

varies from 2 to 8 per cent. * ** A 
pound of tobacco contains, on an aver- 
age, three hundred and eighty grains 
of this deadly poison, of which one 
tenth of a grain will kill a dog in 
three minutes.” — “The Monitor of 
Health,” by Dr, J. H. Kellogg, D. 190. 

“SERIOUS INJURIOUS EFFECTS” 

‘Prof. Irving Fisher and Dr. Eugene 
L. Fisk say, in their book, “How to 
Live,” page 341, fifteenth edition: 

“No one can doubt the serious in- 
jurious effects from such a powerful 
poison as nicotine if taken in any but 
the most minute quantities. (One to 
three milligrams have produced pro- 
found poisoning in man.)” 

NICOTINE FOUND ONLY IN 
TOBACCO 

Prof. W. W. Garner, scientific assist- 
ant, Bureau of Plant Industry, U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, says, in 
Bulletin No. 102, page 61: 

“Nicotine is the characteristic alka- 
loid of tobacco, and thus far has not 
been found in any other plant. sith 
The physiological effects on the hu- 
man system resulting from the use of 
tobacco are doubtless due chiefly to 
the presence of nicotine, though in the 
ease of tobacco used for smoking pur- 
poses other constituents of the smoke 
probably play a considerable part. On 
the other hand, it has been repeated- 
ly shown that the burn, flavor, aroma, 
and other important qualities of to- 
bacco are in no sense proportional to 
the amount of nicotine present. Indeed, 
even the ‘strength’ of manufactured 
tobacco—using this term in the sense 
understood by the trade—is not de- 
pendent upon the nicotine content. It 
seems only reasonable, however, to 
suppose that tobacco entirely free 
from nicotine, would no longer prove 
satisfying to the consumer any more 
than would whisky deprived of all its 
alcohol.” 

“DEADLY POISONS” 

Again Professor Fisher and. Dr. Fisk 
say of these “deadly poisons” in tobac- 
co: 

“Few people realize that so many in- 
gredients in tobacco and tobacco smoke 
are deadly poisons. Few people know 
that one drop of nicotine on the un- 
broken skin of a rabbit will produce 
death. Two drops on the tongue of a 
dog or cat will prove fatal; moreover, 
fatal poisonings have occurred in man 
from swallowing tobacco, and even 
from external applications of strong 
solutions. A case was recently report- 
ed from New Haven of a fatal poison- 
ing in a baby, who had been fed from 
a milk bottle a milk mixture in which 
some tobacco had been accidently spill- 
ed.”"—“How to Live,’ pp. 352, 353. 

KNOWN BY ITS FRUIT 

Just as a tree is known by its fruit, 
so the tobacco plant is known by its 
deadly work—its fruit. Speaking of 
some of the results, or fruits, of tobac- 
co using, another authority says: 

“Tobacco, * * * when taken in any 
form by those unaccustomed to its use, 
produces (aceording to the quantity 
taken and the mode of taking) nausea, 
yomiting, purging, giddiness, remark- 
able languor and relaxation of the 
muscles, and in extreme cases cold 
sweats, fainting, convulsions, and 
death.’"—New Century Encyclopedia 
and Dictionary, Vol. II, art. “Nico

“VIOLENT POISONS” 

Pierre Schrumpf-Pierron, M. D., pro- 
fessor of Clinical Medicine, University 
of Cairo says of tobacco poisons: 

“From the experiments made on 
both animals and human beings, 
nieotine appears to be one of the most 
violent poisons known, and its effects 


when administered by intravenous 
rectal, or conjunctival injections are 
instantaneous, It acts more _ slowly 


when injected hypodermically. Fatal 
doses vary considerably according to 
the individual and the species, as well 
as according to the degree of pre-exist- 
ing tolerance.” — “Tobacco and Physi-

bacco pipe—and the girl died in con- | 
vulsions a few hours after the applica- | 
tion."—“Tobacco and Its Deleterious | 
Effects,” by Dr. C. E. Slocum, p. 27. | 

TOBACCO KILLS HOGS 

Hogs can eat many things, , 
rattlesnakes, and livé, but tobacco is 
too much for even a hog. Frederick M. | 
Rossiter, B. S., M. D., cites the follow- | 
ing case: 

“A few years ago I lived near a Ger- 
man farmer who raised tobacco. One 
autumn after gathering his tobacco 
crop and washing the leaves, he pour- 
ed the waste water from the washing 
into the swill, and fed it to a drove of 
thirty fat hogs that he expected to 
seli in a few days. The hogs drank 
the tobacco water, and soon after be- 
came very sick. As a result twenty- 
seven of the thirty died.”—“Practical 
Guide to Health,” p. 240. 

Is it safe to indulge in a poison that 
is so “violent” and “deadly” that it 
will kill hogs? Let us resolve that w® 
will not knowingly introduce such 
“deadly poison” into our system again.

sisters were not born into the church, 
as there was no church for them to 
be born into at that time. Consequent- 
ly, they would have had another birth 
coming before they could have been 
born into the churen. But we have no 
record of such in the Holy Writ. We 
must therefore grant that they got in- 
to the church through some _ other 
channel, and not by being born into 
it. 

It is evident from our contest that 
Jesus assigned Peter the keeper, and 
invested him with the keys and power 
to carry the Gospel. And as Jesus was 
about to depart from them for His 
last time, He commanded them to go 
into all the world and preach the Gos- 
pel, beginning at Jerusalem, but to 
wait for the Holy Ghost. So we notice 
that after Jesus led them out as far 
as Bethany, and blessed them and 
commanded them what to do, they re- 
turned to Jerusalem to tarry for the 
Holy Ghost. Luke 24:50. There were 
about one hundred twenty. Acts 1:15. 
And in the next chapter we see Peter 
preaching a most remarkable sermon 
to a mixed congregation, made up of 
every nation under heaven, and about 
three thousand believed and were 
saved and added to the church. This 
seems to be among the first additions 
to the church; and they were not 
born into, but first born then added 
to the church. Acts 2:47. It seemed to 
so stir the people, that even hypocrites 
began to join the church, which made 
it necessary for the Holy Ghost to re- 
veal some and caused the death pen- 
alty to fall upon them, after which 
sinners were afraid to present them- 
selves for membership. But we notice 
that believers were the more added. 
Acts 5:13, 14. After which many oth- 
ers were called to help spread the Gos- 
pel throughout the world: such men 
as Paul, Apollos, Cephas, Barnabas, 
ete. 

We will look at Paul for awhile. He, 
in his discourse to the church at 
Corinth (1 Cor. 1:2) said, in 1 Cor. 
3:9 that the church was God’s build- 
ing, and in the tenth verse, that he 
was a wise masterbuilder. Paul seem- 
ed to work mostly in the new fields. 
He used for laying the foundation, 
Christ and the apostles—Christ as the 


chief corner stone. 1 Cor. 3:11 and 
Eph. 2:20. He informed them that 
they were built on this foundation, 


and that they were fitly framed togeth- 
er, just as any other house is framed 
together; and that Christ had only 
one body or church, and that they 
should endeavor to keep unity in the 
church. He farther f0es on giving in- 
structions, and says that the whole 
body or church should be fitly joined 
together, the same as any builder 
would join his material together to 
make a house. He also made it plain 
that each piece of material, or mem- 
ber should help to supply, or support 
the church. Eph. 4:1-16. 

We will now illustrate: Say a ecar- 
pe nter goes out to frame up a build- 
ing, he must first have the timber 
from which to build the house—he 
will have the material laid down on 
the ground in the rough; such as sills, 
sleepers, joists, rafters, ete.; but none 
of these are ready to put into the 
building until they are measured, 
marked and sawed to fit. This repre- 
sents the preacher with his congre- 
gation of sinners, as none of them are 
fit to put into Goa’s building until 
they are measured, marked and trim- 
med with the Word of God, so they 
will fit into the building. Now when 
the carpenter has all his timber cut 
to fit; we find all the different pieces 
finished and laid about in piles, ready 
to be joined together, but they can 
never be a house until joined together. 
No more can a band of Christians be 
a church until they are joined togeth- 
er. Imagine for a moment if you can, 


a house being built without being 
joined together. It would fall. 
Now. Paul said that Christians 


should be fitly joined together, Eph. 
4:16, and Paul was a wise masterbuild- 
er. This being true, he must be capa- 
ble of giving advice. Then it must be 
the preacher’s business to shape and 
fit the people for the church: and 
also his job to join them together. 
Hence we see the church is not “born” 
together, but “joined” together. And 
that the visible side of it is taken care

of and managed by men of God, who 
are called to and qualified for the 
work. Eph. 4:8-16. You will please read 
this Scripture. 

Again, Paul, in speaking of the 
church, uses this comparison to show 
how we get into the church—he said 
a man should be joined to his wife. 
Eph. 5:31, 32. Matthew said that God 
joined the man and wife together. 
Matt. 19:4-6. But we notice that God 
always uses one of His men for this 
job, in order to make it lawful. This 
compares very favorably with Acts 
2:47, where God adds them to the 
church; but we notice He has Peter 
in charge of the work, since Peter has 
the authority to manage this business 
for God. 

Now Paul says this is a great mys- 
tery, but he declares he is speaking of 
the church. Eph. 5:31, 32. He was talk- 
ing to people who are like lots of our 
people today. They did not have the 
light on this, so he asked them to 
wake up and rise from the dead, and 
Christ would give them light. If that 
advice was good for them it must al- 
so be good for us today. And, no 
doubt, if we would read our Bibles 
more instead of guessing at it, we 
would soon see that being born again 
does not put us into the church. 

The Scripture the sister has just 
preached from, namely, St. John 3:1- 
8, tells us of the new birth, but does 
not tell us about the church. We will 
also notice that this was spoken in 
A. D. 31, at which time there was no 
church, which is evidence that one 
could not be born into it. 


Paul was on his way to Damascus 
when he was born again.We notice that 
he finished his journey, returned to 
Jerusalem and then presented himself 
for membership in the church; but on 
account of the kind of life Paul had 
lived while at Jerusalem prior to this 
time, the disciples were afraid to re- 
ceive him, which made it necessary for 
some one to recommend him, so he 
got Barnabas for this purpose. Acts 
9:26. After which the disciples gave 
Paul the right hand of fellowship. Gal. 
2:9, and sent him out to preach. So we 
see from the Scriptures mentioned 
that we are to be joined to the church. 

Some will say, man cannot take me 
in and man cannot turn me out of the 
church. But it seems as though Jesus 
gave Peter the authority to do so. 
Matt. 16:18. And we hear Paul in the 
5th chapter of first Corinthians tell- 
ing the chureh at Corinth to put out 
certain lewd characters from _ their 
midst, and to judge those who were in 
the church. And in 2 Thes. 3:6 we 
hear Paul again telling the church to 
withdraw from all that walk disorder- 
ly. So it appears from these Scrip- 
tures that we can get a fellow out. 
Some said, “You can turn me _ out 
down here but you can’t turn me out 
up yonder.” But Christ told Peter 
when he bound one down here, that 
he would also be bound up yonder. 
Some one said, “But did not God set 
some in the church, first apostles, sec- 
ondarily prophets,” ete. We will ad- 
mit that He was only giving them tal- 
ents to fill these different offices, and 
we notice that some of these were to 
help carry out the government of the 
church. And we also notice in Heb. 
13:7, 17, 24, that some are to have 
the rule in the church, and that we 
are to obey them. 

So we see God has left the work of 
the church here in the care of men; 
and that we are to hold conferences 
(Gal. 2:6), and to appoint and ordain 
certain officers; such as bishops, dea- 
cons, elders, ete. — 1 Tim. 3:2-8; 
Titus 1:5, 6 and 2 Pet. 2:10 tells us 
that some are self-willed and despise 
government. No doubt this is because 
they want to do as they please, and 
have no one to rule over them, but 
this is not God’s plan. We are glad we 
have found the way, and have learn- 
ed that we are to join the church, and 
can be turned out if we won’t do right.

It would certainly be nice if we had an electric refrigerator in each 
home; it would be both economizing and convenient. In two years it would 
save its worth in ice, and we can have this by saving Octagon, Kirkman’s 
and Borden’s coupons. 

I notice the account of many successful drives being conducted in 
other states; many of them have put electric refrigerators in their homes, 
bought trucks and many other valuable things to use in their orphanage 
work.
